Philadelphia— To and including 
Saturday the antbraeite mines have 
been Idlf- for ,'iO worklnj^ days. As 
there are 178,uuu anthracite einpioyei^ 
of whom all bnt-'a oefillgiljU. 4e# 
are idle, tbe snspensiou thus far re- 
presents tbe direct loss of more than 
6,009,000 days labor. The loss la 
wages bi^s probably been In ei^oess, 
of llStOOOiOOO. Based on last year's 
preduction, the loss In coal mined, 
between April 1 and May 11, has 
been about 8.000,000 tons. . Allowing 
th<" 1910 value at the mine of $1.9() 
p^r tot) (the tatept obtainable aver- 
age fl^iiro), this coal represents a 
monsF loss of more than lU.OOO^OO*.). 
Thusth) combined loss In wages 
an1 coal productloi) thos far baa 
exceeded |26,O0O.0UO. 

The reel total Inesen, in all quar- 
ters, refinitiuK ftoin thn anthracite 
suspension, of coiir"e, have been 
mnob larger than this sum. In fact, 
they would probably foot op to this 
•mount multiplied a good mauy 
times. The losses in anthraclce 
freigbts alone woald equal the Talne 
of tbe eual at the mine. There baa 
been a heavy loss In the wages of 
railroad men who have been laid off 
on account of the cessation of the 
antbraeite trafHc. The retail coal 
trade Is' losing a large volume of 
basiness, and tbe losses extend in 
many other direotions before their 
effects disappear. 

In this connection It Is of interest 
to note that United SiaMs Consul 
General Otiffltbs, at Iiondoo, haa 
eompiled a number of estimates of 
tbe losses in the British coal strike. 
The estimates run from $72,907,600 
to |Mt,Ba6,000. Mr. Oriflltbs Is in- 
clined to thinx that tbe London 
Daily Mirror's estimate of $132,686,- 
800 IS probably not excessive when 
tbe almoat unlimited ramlfleatlon 
of the effects of the strike are taken 
Into consideration.. Tbe Mirror's 
estimate takes no eesfHlcratlon of 
tbe Inoreassd cost of living during 
the strike.

AN ORDINANCE 

Tbe City Conucil of the Oity of 
E4rliD|tton do ordain nt follows : 
That a pavement eight feet 
wide be constructed in front of 
and abutting tbe premises owned 
by the St.'^rnard Mining Co., 
Isaao Davis and P. U. Whalen, 
Jr., on the north side of Main 
Street in the City of Kariington, 
said pavement to bocin at Rail- 
road StfiAot and oontinoe east to 
Robinson Street; also that a 
pavement eight feet wide be con- 
strneted in front and' abutting 
tbe premises owned by the St. 
Bernard Mining Go., Mrs. Minnie 
D. Gain, Mrs. Laura Victory, D. 
W. Umstead, W. K. Nisbet, A. 
O. Sisk, M. B. Long» and the Mc- 
Qowaq heirs, on tbe Eoathside ot 
Main Street in tbe City of £ar- 
liogtoo, said paving to begin at 
Railroad Street and continue 
east to Day Street. 

Said pavements shall be con- 
structed of couerete, and conform 
to tbe following tpeeifleations : 

Excavation 12 inchea in depth, 
filled in eight inches with cin- 
ders which shall be well tamped ; 
the concrete shall be composed of 
6 parts of crushed stone, 8 parts 
of sand and 1 part of cement; 
said concrete to be made 4 inches 
thick and well tamped ; the top 
finish shall be two piirts aand or 
fine limestone screenings, and 
one part cement ; said top finish 
shall be 1 inch thick, and shall 
be well floated and well troweled 
and all sand used shall be Bvane- 
ville wash sand. 

Said pavement sbtU lieTe ei 
ther a stone onrbmg or a oonoirete 
curbing. If stone curbin<>; is 
used It shall be four inches thick 
aud extend four inches below the 
gutter line. If tbe enrbing is 
made of conorete it shall confirm 
to tbe following specifications: 
The same specifioaOions as for 
tbe pavement, except that the 
concrete shall be 6 inches thick, 
and tbe curbing shall extend 4 
inches below .the gutter line. 

Said pavement and curbing 
shall be constructed according to 
levels to be furnished by the City 
Engineer. 

All grading and removal of 
earth and fencing and trees nee 
essary for the proper construe 
tion of said paving and curbing 
according to the specifications 
herein recited shall be done, and 
the owners of said premises shall 
erect said pavement and curbing 
according to the specifications 
herein recited at their own ex 
pense and subject to the approv 



al of the Gity Engineer, if they 
desire to do so, but should Raid 
pavement aud curbing be not 
completed by the' owner of snid 
premises on or before the l«t d»y 
of July 1912, then rlie Gity En 
ginecr shall let Wie couatructioiv 
otaaid paving ani curbing and 
all grading and work incident 
thereto to the lo'vest and bent 
bidder, iietore letting said cuu 
tracts said Oity Engineer shall 
first advertise tor a period of 5 
days by written or printed noti. 
ces or by publications in one ic- 
sue of some newspaper published 
in said Gity, the time and place 
when aud where said contract 
will be let, aud the specifications 
therefor. €aid Oity Engineer, 
after accepting any bid for pro> 
posed work, shall reduce the con- 
tract of the bidder to writing, 
and when duly executed, the 
same shall be returned to the 
Clerk of the Gouucil, When said 
Gity Engineer ebail have accep 
ted said work from the contrao 
tor, he shall at onoe notify this 
Gouncii of his Hcceptance, and of 
the amount due the contractor, 
and will report to this Council 
the ezaot measnrement o^ the 
frontage and abuttal so pavedt 
and the exact cost of the work 
done in front of and abutting 
each lot, and the Council will 
then apportion the cost as pro- 
vided by law, upon which the 
Clerk shall issue an apportion- 
ment warrenfc therefor against 
the owners of said premises af. 
provided by law, and the same 
shall be a lieu upou said premi- 
ses for the fnll amount of said 
warrant and all interest and eoat 
that may accrue thereon. 

The Gity Engineer is hereby 
appointed to let, inspect end re- 
ceive said work. 

The contractor will be requir- 
ed to give boud with good surety 
to be aeeepted by tbe Council 
for tbe faithful performanoe of 
said contract and to warrant said 
pavement tor a period of three 
years.
